For many years feeders have en­ 
deavored to use so-called standard 
tables showing the theoretical n u n - 


and handling the food 
of straw and similar material, nearly 
all of its energy is used up in tho 
labor of digesting it, leaving little or 
no net gain. 
Straw should be re. 
turned to the soil. Take two sample* 
of dried barley grains, each contain­ 
ing the same amount of digestible 
food, and ono will give twenty more 
therms or heat units than the other. 
One hundred pounds of digestible! 
food derived from roughage is about 
equal to eighty pounds derived from 
grain, so if we add together things 
which are unlike, we get no tangible 
results. 
It is like adding so many 
pounds to so many gallons. 
Ho. the 
digestible basis of figuring rations is 
very inaccurate. 
The correct way Is, 
first, to ascertain how much protein 
and energy a cow needs to sustain 
life and keep weight. 
You can get 
this from your experiment station, 
and ascertain how much is necessary 
to make one pound of milk of a cer­ 
tain fat test, auld then feed her as 
much protein arid energy as is needed 
to maintain her and supply food for 
as many pounds of milk as she can 
make. 
This is a very difficult problem 
and few' can do It, and we challenge 
any two men to tackle the same prob­ 
lem under the same conditions and 
arrive at the same result. 
We cannot tell unless we try to find 
out. that a cow will not give more 
milk on more feed, or maybe as much 
milk on less feed. 
Ho feeding Is large­ 
ly experimental, as no two cows are 
alike. 
However, the law of averages will 
hold, and the feeder can save all this 
trouble and much loss by feeding a 
ration which his experiment station 
has in most cases made, say three to 
four pounds of milk for each pound 
of mixed feed. 
There is one thing certain. 
The 
more solids and fat in the milk, the 
more feed needed per pound of milk. 
So, a good mixed feed which is prop­ 
erly combined and all the roughage 
she will eat will greatly simplify your 
feeding problem and a very little ex­ 
perimenting will soon show you how 
much concentrates each cow needs ta 
produce a maximum yield.

“Tank” Fighters

Th® speed indicating dial of my speed, 
omcter oscillates back and forth. 
Can 
you tell me how to remedy this? 
Try tightening the* swivel Joint ou 
tin* end of the flexible shaft near the 
gear. 
Also stra|i the shaft to tile ra­ 
dius rod of the car, thus preventing It 
from swinging. 
If this duos not stop 
your trouble tho inside parts of the 
speedometer must he worn out and will 
have to lie renewed. 


W hat causes a motor to have one cyl­ 
inder slightly louder than th® other 
three? 
Th® motor runs well except in 
this regard and seems to be slightly 
lame when pulling heavy at slow m o ­ 
tor speed, enough to cause quite a lit­ 
tle vibration at times. 
When the m o ­ 
tor ie running one can notice that one 
of the exhausts ic slightly louder th an 
the balance and of a sharper sound. 
This ie doing no harm other th an being 
nnoying. 
it is a four and one-fourth 
by four and one-half incti motor of the 
valve in the head type. 
The com pres­ 
sion is good in all cylinders and the 
valves are all right. 
Th® exhaust has 
been always this way. 
I have not t i m ­ 
ed the valves with the flywheel, as it 
has nevei been changed, and the cam 
shaft is integral with the cams. 
I am 
of the impression that the earn shaft is 
at fault, as it appears that one valve is 
slightly out of time. 
It is evident that the exhaust valve 
of this cylinder opens cattier than tile 
test, so that Hie gas is alloxvcd to 
escape when it Is at higher pressure 
I lulu tin* others. This may I e caused. 
as you suspect, by faulty cutting of 
the cams, but the iikcliluHid is very 
small, as integral cam shafts seldom 
vary, iK'iug cut on automatic or semi 
automatic machines und to conform to 
jigs aud to pass inspections within 
very narrow' limits, 
it Is more likely 
that the length of the valve roils is at 
fault, 
lf these are of the adjustable 
type, shorten up on the offending Psi 
slightly. 
This will give a little more 
play than wus had formerly, with tin* 
result t lint flu* valve will open a little! 
later. 
It is possible also that tile oth­ 
er x sixes have too much play iii their 
action, so that they open too luff* 
This 
would mean that the cylinder Hi at 
sounded the loudest was the only one 
xx hose valve* were working properly. 
Which of these is tile case may ta* dc 
termined by running the motor on this 
cylinder alone, suddenly sxvitchiug to 
another and running that oue alone. 
lf it run a faster on Hie second the fuult 
la with Hie first cylinder. 
There can 
U* little harm hi such a condition e v 
copt us to cum wear. 
It Is likely that 
the wear is more s<*vero where the 
play is not so great. 


I have a four cylinder, thirty-five 
horsepower car which has suddenly de­ 
veloped a peculiar missing. 
It misses 
on cylinders two and three at all speeds 
and hits as well as ever on cylinders 
one and four. 
There it no spark at 
two and three whatever, while one and 
four have a strong spark. 
Th® wires 
and pluge are in good condition. 
Can 
you tell me rn remedy for # n s trouble? 
There an* a nutnU*r of causes besides 
defective wiring and plugs that could 
cause two cylinders of a motor to miss 
and two to lie regularly. 
Tile mag­ 
neto itself must be iu prot»er order or 
you would not get a spark on cylinders 
one and four. Look at your distributor 
und see that the contacts ar© In good 
order. 
It is probable that the dis­ 
tributor brush is worn so that it only 
contacts on two of the four points. 
These point* may also have become 
grounded to the metal parts of the dis­ 
tributor, 
Dirty contacts are frequent­ 
ly the cause of inlsflrlug. 
l>o not be 
too certain, however, that the plugs 
are not defective. Try other plug* that 
are known to Ik* in good condition and 
see if they xviii not spark. 
See that 
your sparking points are not too wide 
Look carefully to your high tension 
airing. 
See that the Insulation is in­ 
tact and that the connections are tight.
